c.cn. r.avlra said lie knew nothlag 
of tliP American troops except that 
tliey are hard on llie chase. Nor 
taai be any details of the Carran/.is- 
ta treopa co-operating in the movo- 
m«nt. Col. Cano waa the closeat tn 
Vllla'8 fleeing rear guard at HI Valle. 

After leavlns Kl Valle, where he 
had abandoned thirty of his wound- 
ed, Villa turned directly west to San 
Miguel Babricora, said C.avira, who 
explained that he had learned that 
the Babrleera where VIIU waa re- 
ported yeaterday wai Saa Miguel 
Hr.bricora and not the Babricora 
near tlie lake of that name, some 
miles further to tin- soutli of Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst's ranch. San Minuel 
Babricora is about twenty miles west 
Of El VaUe. From that point Villa 
made a sudden twist and stmek to- 
ward Naiulqulpa, forty nalles soutli. 

A clash between the Villista and 
C'nrranziBta forces is Imminent, ac- 
cording to advices received to-dav 
through Oen. Vavlra. Villa, fleeing 
-south before tbe rapidly advancing 
Amertean trabpa. is apparenttar try- 
ing to break through the Mtfdean- 
American cordon closing in on him. 
He is peekiii'4 a dnopholo In tlip di- 
rection of Xaniiquii)a tliroii^'li which 
he can escape Into tlie mountain'; 
1 around Guerrero and Santa Ana, the 
WfamlMar •fwnid where he began his 
'bandit eareer. 

The Carransistas are adranelng 
north from N'amiqiiipa forty miles 
i^rom San Miguel Haliricora. twenty 
^'iill.-s west of Kl Vaile. wliere Villa 
Avas reported yesterday. As tlie

nounced him iis one of tlie luiding 
party. The execution was carried 
o«t on direct orders of tbe Minister 
of W!nr. vbo peraeaally sent Instruc- 
tions to Oen. P. BUas Calles. Mili- 
tary Oovemor of Bonora. to that ef- 
fect. 

Another suspect. Carlos Reza. a 
former reactionary leader, was ta- 
ken Into enatody but ww not execut- 
ed. ovlMi to iMk #( wMenee . He 
will bo Cnken to fntlllo, where he 
wili be tried by court-martial. 

The authorities declare that the 
efforts to run down the bandits will 
Increase with time, and that the 
Government will not rest until all 
those gnlUy of crime agalnat the 
Unltad Mateo > ha«o bean ma to 
earth.

Schmidt's bullet WSa Hred during 
a moment when the bandit took his 
eyes ofi' him to watcli others in the 
saloon. The<bttUot' plowed its way 
through Kistnter's brain.* Death 
came In ton minutes. 

Ki.-;inter's face and hands were 
blacked with lamp-black and lie had 
a piece of a woman's skirt tied 
around his face. lie wore the saiae 
brown coat and overalls which dis- 
tingulahed him at his former rob- 
beries. He carried tbe old-fashion- 
ed 46-ealibor Colto gun in his belt 
with which he killed Iseman, but 
used a 38-caliber pistol In his at- 
tempted hold-up to-niglit. He had 
thirty-three extra cartridges in his 
po<'ket.

One of the most important bills 

!<a83ed by the recent session of the 
l.' Klslnf ure, and which has become a 
law tbrou'-ib an enieri; 'n<'.\ clause 
attacbeci to it, is that which affects 
the handling of moe.ey secured 
tiircugh a bond isau') by conunit- 
Moners appointed by the Piseal 
Courts of the Various counties. 
The 1,111 in full Is as follows: 
An an to » nalde tin' Kisi a! Court 
of any county to select commissioners 
for the purpose of handling the pro- 
ceeds of any bond issue voted by the 
county to build or reconstruct roadg 
and bridges. 

De It enacted by the General As- 
sembly Of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky: 

1. That the Fiscal Court of any 
county In llie Commonwealth may. 
if It so desires, select or appoint 
four or i:;ore comniisslonr rs who 
shall be free-holders and legal vo- 
ters and residents of sMd oonnty, to 
act as a road commission tn tj-e 
handling of any funds derived from 
the sale of bonds authoilz' d and 
voted by the said county for the 
purpose of bulldini? an l re<'onsiruct- 
Ing roads and bridges; and whic'.i 
c immissloners shall be equally di- 
vided between the two dominant po- 
litical parties of the eonnty. Said 
commission shall be selected at least 
!."> days before the date of the elec- 
tion on the (|uesllon of tlie bond is- 
sue, and tiielr names published In 
some newspaper of general circula- 
tion m the county; nnd if none, by 
three printed notices posted up one 
at the court house door and the oth- 
er two at prominent places In the 
county. 

Amend Hou.se bill ;!2.'! by insert- 
ing at the end of .Section 1, the fol- 
lowing: "Provided, hdwever, that In 
any eonnty that has already voted a 
bond issue or shall vote a bond issue 
before this bill takes effect, and the 
bonds voted have not b"en issued or 
sold, the Fltcal Court may elect to 
take advantage of the provisions of 
this act; and may appoint commls- 
slonera' herein provided tor. nt any 
time wiljiioHt advertisement." 

>. That in the evenjt that the 
Fiscal Court of any county does se- 
lect or appoint commlsdiuuerg as 
aforeeaid, that their duties In so far 
as the building and reconstruction 
and dailsnatlon of roads to bo bulU 
«ith the proceeds of the bond issue, 
shall be Identical with those now ex- 
ercised by the Fiscal Court. 

.'i. That liel'ore enterln.i; u1)om the 
(Msoharge of their duties, said com- 
mlssionera shall each give a good 
and sufficient bond, approvod by the 
eonnty Judgo of the eonnty. for the 
falthtnl dlaeharge of their duties, 
and that the said comniissionerd 
ehall be allowed a reasonable sum 
for their services by the FiscalCourt.

Villa remailfed la front of her 
home, said Mrs. Casllenian. until 
I'ablo I. ope/, his cliief lieutenant, 
was killed. Then Villa mounted 
hit korao and eaeaped the flro of the 
outraged Amorteaaa hy atrellng 
among the honaes. 

The value of Mrs. C.istleman's ac 
count of the raid is two-fold, aside 
from the stroM); element of interesi 
in the incidents siie witnessed. 

It proves conclusively that Villa 
waa at the head of the bandits, 
though he waa carefnl to kaep out 
of the range of the American reg- 
nlars, when hp saw the effect of 
their spirited i esi;.taii( <■. 

In relatiiiR how the vaiiRuard of 
Villa's army silenced the American 
sentries near the town by knifing 
them to death, Mri. Caatlematf flrst 
gave to the oonatry aa explanation 
of the aueeeaa with wkick the mur- 
derous horde made its way to th ' 
heart of rotnmbus before civilians 
and soldiers were apiiriseil o! their 
crossing of the international line. 
Tlie account i.s as follows: 

"1 had had a peculiar feeling all 
tho Bifkt aad kad not alept well 
At 4 o'clock I got up and opened 
the house. Mr. Castleman was out. 
helnu ofllcei of the day. We liveil 
rlKlif across the street from tlie 
caiuii.

"At 4: SO o'clock I koard a akot, 
and I dreoMd myaelf and children.

tkoy came la. 

"Aa awful kalf hoar foUowoa. la 
whIck I heard nothing but bullets 
and shouts of 'Viva Villa: d,ath to 
Americans.' Then I heard the Mex- 
ican trumpets sound the onward 
march. Why they didn't get lato 
our house I don't kaow. 

"Soon I heard Mr. Castloman oall 
aad tall ne to get next to the mid- 
dle Wall, and I did. 

"Monday we had a rumor from a 
customs official that N^illa was at 
flibson's ranch, tiftivii miles west of 
Columbus. We thought he would 
try to cross at Boco Grande, for 
there ig a watar hala tkoro. Qmt. 
aioeaa aoat two troopa tkoro to pa-
